HAWAIIAN ADVICES. 


SIX KEIiEIiS SENTENCED TO HE 


HANGED. 


Great Interest Attached to tlie Coin- 


ing Trial of the ex-Queen 


for Treason. 


VICTORIA, H.O., February 2.—There is 


a lull in affairs in Honolulu and quiet 
reigns, the military council now eitting 
mving finished Ha work. A largo num- 
3cr of conspiracy cases are yet to be 
tried, and the probabilities aro that the 
court will ait for two or three weeka at 
eaat. Great interest ia attached to tbe 
forthcoming trial of the Queeu. Tbe 
government claims to have more than 
jullicient evidence to convict her of 
treason. What her punishment will be 
in case of conviction is bard to conjec- 
ture. Her case will probably come up 
on next Monday. She ia charged with 
treason. 


The charge reada: 
"Treason, by engaging in open rebel- 


lion againat the republic of Hawaii, by 
attempting by force of arms to over throw 
find destroy tbo same, by levying war 
against tbe same, and by adhering to 
tlie enemies of tho republic of Hawaii, 
giving them aid and comfort within the 
Hawaiian islands and elsewhere." 


Second—"Treason by aiding, also pro- 


curing, counselling, inciting, counte- 
nancing and encouraging others to com- 
mit treason and to figure in open rebel- 
lion against tbe republic of Hawaii, and 
to attempt by force of arms to overthrow 
tho same and to adhere to the enemies 
of the republic of Hawaii, giving them 
aid and comfort in tbe Hawaiian Islands 
and elsewhere," 


There are six specifications in 


charge. 


The military commission has brought 


in findings in twenty-'our caaea. The 
sentences vary much, all the way from 
sentences of dflath to imprisonment for 
five yeara with fines. The lowest sen- 
tence for treason by the Hawaiian stat- 
ute ia imprisonment for five years and a 
fine of not leas than $5000. 


Tho six leaders were all sentenced to 


bo hanged. Thoy are Charlea T. Gu- 
lick, William H. Uickard, William T. 
Seward, Robert W. Wilcox, 
Samuel 


Nowlein and Henry Bertellnmn. Sen- 
tences in the last two cases will be com- 
muted, as both men havo furnished 
valuable evidence for the government

WASHINGTON. February 
9.-—By tbo 


decisive vote of 
ISO to U5 tho senate

Hawaii. An amendment to the diplo- 
matic consular appropriation waa made 
giving JSOlljOOO for beginning work on 
tho cable, and authorizing tho President 
to contract for the entire work, tho 
whole to coat $3,000,000. 
Thia waa tlie 


result coming from the Hawaiian debate 
lasting more than a year, and renewed 
with intensity the last week in connec- 
tion with tbo proposed cable. Tbe de- 
bate of tho last few days lias shown 
that tho linea of division wore prac- 
tically tho same aa thoao heretofore ex- 
isting on all issues over Hawaii, Repub- 
lican senators urging closer relations by 
cable nnd ultimately by annexation, the 
Democratic senators aa a rule contend- 
ing against tlio cable or other entangling 
alliances with Hawaii. But thia party 
division had notable exceptions during 
tlio debate, and wna emphasized in tbo 
(niul vote.

OI course there should never be Uoubt 


in any quarter as to the redemption in 
gold of bonds of the government which 
are made payable in coin. Therefore, 
discrimination in the judgment of in- 
vestors between our bond obligations 
payable in coin and those specifically 
made payable in gold is very significant. 
It ia nardly necessary to suggest that 
whatever may be our views on the sub- 
ject the sentiments or preferences of 
those with whom we must negotiate m 
disposing of our bonds lor guld uru uot 
subject to our dictation. 


Aud as there should be no doubt, the 


goldbugs provo tho unlimited confidence 
they feel that cold and coin arc synony- 
mous terms by offering to throw off 
three-fourths ot one por cent interest 01 
nearly $62,000,000 for thirty years, or 
$10,174,770 (according to Mr. Cleveland's 
figures), if the word "goW" shall be 
substituted for "coin" in the bonds. A 
person who is not a financier would sup- 
pose that thia suggested a ruther large 
doubt. 


"The 
sentiments or preferences of 


those with whom WO must negotiate in 
disposing of our bonds for gold are not 
subject to our dictation." 
This is a 


large country, but it appears that it is 
not HO large that a handful of men of 
Wall Btreeet or Lombard street cannot 
dictate financial conditions to it. Tho 
nation needs enlarging, not in acres or 
in population, but in manhood. 


Suppose a case: Suppose that the ob- 


ligations calling for coin as they came in 
had been paid by the treasurer in either 
gold or silver as he choss. Their terma 
would have been fulfilled, and the dic- 
tation of a few men to the country 
would have been avoided. Mr. Cleve- 
land knew this, but he would not have 
"atooti iuv' with his friends had he acted 
as be'knew.

Vfter you have learned to ride n roil all 
fou have to do is to keep right on and 
you can ride a mile. Do not keep on, 
jowever, after the wheel Btops, aa to do 
BO frequently results in illegal language. 
Select either tbe road or the sidewalk 
for yonr course, but do not take both at 
once.
